How Populations Grow. 

It is an impressive fact that 
Lhe population of the globe has 
‘doubled since Malthus wrote, his 
famoug book. It is at present 

- about’ 1,700,000,000 as against 
858 millions in-1800! The aver- 
age annual increase is at present 
nbout 0.7 per cent.; the absolute 

‘"ynnual increase is estimated by 
various authorities at from 12 
{o 20 millions a year. The. in- 
crease goes on like compound in- 
terest. It took mankind per- 
hnps half a million years to 

- reach 850 millions in 1800; since 
then the number has doubled. 
Tf this goes on atthe same rate 
the density of the world-popula- 
tion will. soon approach . the 
saturation-point, 

The. question is how. many 
people can the earth comfortably 
‘support, and an approximate 
_ tinswer has been arrived at by 
the” statistical agriculturists. 
for, after all, it is mainly a 
question of the plant-food the 
exrth can yield. Unless the ex- 
ploitation of the sea has much 
wider limits than seem probable 
fo-day, the supply of fish-food 
would not serve for long to keep 
the wolf from. the ‘world’s door! 
Obviously, too, our beef and 
mutton, our: milk and eggs,, are. 
simply transformed plants; and 
everything comes ‘back to the 
photo-synthesis that goes on in 
every green. lenf, As things are, 
60 per cent, of us’ are liying on 

_ grass, that. is to ‘say on some 
kind of cereal or other. 

“Three Acres And a Cow.” 

Now, apart from the Arctic 
Regions, the earth’s surface ex- 
tends to 33,000 million acres, 
but only 40 per cent. of that is 
arable. Thus mankind has some 
14,000 million acres at its dis- 
posal,’ How many of' these will 
each individual require?, With 

. all the possibilities of modern 
agriculture at our command, and 


as many more as we are justified] 


in -hoping for .as_ practicable, 
the: minimum that ‘each of us 
could be doing with is 2.5 acres, 
without allowing any for a cow. 
‘Tf this be a correct estimate 
(and the experts: have not ar- 
- Yived at. it hastily), then the 
total population that the. earth 
could support is about.5,200 mil- 
. Vong, and the appalling act. is 
that at the present. rate of in- 
crease this vast total will be

With & population of 510 
‘millions, the Yellows are increas- 
ing at the rate of 1.53 millions 
every year, or $ per thousand.. 
With a population of 110 mil-, 
lions,. the Blacks are increasing 
at the rate of a little over half 
a million every. year, or 6, per 
thousand... 

Including. the non-European 
Whites, a relatively small popu- 
lation. of 60 millions, increasing 
nearly half:3 million a'year, or 
8 per thousand, the total comes 
out at 1,760 millions, increasing 
by 11.41 millions per annum. 
It isnot, difficult, to’ understand 
why'the European. Whites are 
increasing so much more rapid- 
ly. than ‘the others. It is be- 
tause they have political’control

Looking Forward, 

If the ‘world-population ' goes 
on increasing at/the present. rate 
it will soon approach the limit 
of subsistence. It is possible 
that some bio-chemical discovery 
may alter the whole aspect of 
the problem, but this is only an 
off-chance, . What is probable is. 
that the rate of increase will fall 
ag the density approaches the 
gaturation-point, but it is’ for | 
acientific . foresight to prevent 
either the setting in of terrible 
debacles of war, famine, and 
pestilence, or the postponement 
of stationariness until the condi- 
tions of life have become miser- 
able. Is the stationariness. to be 
that of China or that of France? 
The desirable: result is to reach 


a stationary population long. be: |- 


fore the limits of subsistence are 
approached. -This may come 
about through a continued fall’ 
of the birth-rate all. round. : In’ 
almost -all civilised peoples the 
birth-rate is now steadily | de- 
clining, and that way safety lies, 
and much more than. safety—the 
possibility of a reasonably happy 
life... How'the continued decline 
of thé birth-rato may be best,. 
secured is another and very diffi-

Asked by His Lordship whether 
it was likely or. unlikely that blood 
from the wounds inflicted on Mrs.
